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REPORT,  1873-4. 


To  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Manchester. 

The  Public  Free  Libraries  Committee  present  the  following  Report : — 

Shortly  after  the  Committee  made  their  last  Annual  Report,  wherein  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  building  at  Campfield  was  referred  to,  its 
state  became  so  dangerous  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  close  the  Reference 
Library  for  a  short  time,  and  to  remove  the  books  from  the  highest  story. 
The  main  walls  have  been  propped,  and  the  safety  of  the  building  secured  as  far 
as  practicable.  The  books  which  were  removed  from  the  Reference  Library  have 
been  deposited  at  the  Ancoats  and  Chorlton  Branch  Libraries,  and  are  still 
available  for  reference  ;  hut  the  great  inconvenience  of  having  to  resort  to  places 
so  distant  interferes  no  doubt  very  greatly  with  their  being  used.  The  conviction 
is  forcing  itself  upon  the  Committee  that  the  present  building  will  not  serve 
the  purposes  of  a  Library  much  longer,  but  that  at  a  very  early  date  other 
provision  will  have  to  be  made. 

The  number  of  borrowers’  names  on  the  registers  shows  an  increase  of  1,530 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
volumes  issued  appears  mainly  to  be  due  to  a  salutary  progress  in  the  character 
of  the  reading.  The  liberal  supply  of  books  of  solid  interest  in  preference  to 
light  literature,  combined  with  the  issue  of  Catalogues  so  framed  as  to  assist  in 
the  selection  of  subjects  for  reading,  has  greatly  stimulated  the  demand  for 
works  of  a  higher  character.  For  one  person  who  borrows  three  volumes  of  a 
novel,  speedily  to  be  exchanged  for  other  volumes  of  a  similar  nature,  many  of 
the  readers  take  away  single  books  on  some  useful  theme  which  engages  their 
mind  for  a  greater  length  of  time. 

During  the  year  just  closed  36,146  borrowers,  against  34,616  last  year,  have 
used  the  Libraries  498,629  times,  and  have  taken  out  590,646  volumes,  as 
compared  with  609,462  volumes  in  510,416  times  last  year. 

In  the  Newsrooms  the  number  of  readers  has  likewise  increased,  while  the 
number  of  volumes  perused  has  diminished  ;  the  figures  being  138,546  readers, 
using  146,933  volumes,  against  137,728  readers,  using  149,692  volumes,  last 
year. 

In  the  Reference  Library  the  issue  of  books  was  79,177  volumes  to  46,691 
readers,  as  compared  with  92,852  volumes  to  54,172  readers  last  year.  The 
issue  of  specifications  was  72,523  to  892  readers,  against  91,702  to  984 
readers  for  the  same  period. 
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From  data  carefully  obtained  at  different  periods,  the  number  of  persons  who 
have  used  the  Newsrooms  is  estimated  to  have  been  upwards  of  1,670,000, 
exclusive  of  the  numbers  of  persons  applying  for  books  for  home  reading.  It 
follows  that  the  aggregate  number  of  times  that  persons  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  Free  Libraries  amounts  to  2,355,028,  against  2,501,564  last  year. 

The  Library  now  possesses  130,935  volumes,  of  which  52,540  are  in  the 
Reference  and  78,395  in  the  Lending  Department.  The  increase  during  the 
year  has  been  3,955  volumes  by  purchase  and  607  volumes  by  donation ; 
total,  4,562  volumes,  exclusive  of  pamphlets.  Of  this  number  2,032  volumes 
have  been  added  to  the  Reference  Library  and  2,530  to  the  Lending  branches. 

Amongst  the  donations  which  merit  special  mention  are  copies  of  documents

For  these  valuable  gifts  the  Library  is  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  the 
respective  Governors,  who  have  promised  a  continuance  of  their  publications  as 
they  issue  from  the  press. 

A  new  volume  of  the  Reference  Library  Catalogue,  comprising  all  the  works 
and  pamphlets  which  have  been  added  since  the  printing  of  the  first  volume,  is 
passing  through  the  press,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  important  work  will  be 
published  in  the  course  of  the  current  Library  year. 

The  friends  of  intellectual  and  moral  progress  throughout  the  United  Kingdom 
still  look  to  our  system  of  Free  Libraries  and  News-rooms  as  a  model  for 
imitation.  During  the  year  sixteen  new  applications  have  been  received  from 
as  many  towns,  requesting  to  be  furnished  with  information  and  copies  of  our 
Catalogues,  to  aid  the  promoters  in  introducing  Free  Libraries  and  News-rooms 
in  their  respective  localities.  The  success  of  the  Manchester  Free  Libraries 
has  also  made  itself  felt  abroad.  Inquiries  for  information  and  for  copies  of 
our  reports  and  catalogues  have  been  received  from  Carlsruhe,  in  Germany ; 
from  Singapore,  in  the  Straits  Settlements ;  from  Monmouth,  Illinois ;  from 
San  Francisco  ;  and  from  Cornell  University,  Ithaca. 

The  rapid  steps  by  which  the  Branch  Library  for  Cheetham  has  attained  its 
popularity  induced  the  Chairman  to  direct  special  returns  to  be  taken  of  the 
work  it  was  doing.  The  report  showed  that  there  were  upwards  of  4,000 
readers’  cards  in  use ; — that  about  5,000  volumes  per  month,  or  nearly  200 
per  day,  were  issued,  and  that  the  average  number  of  persons  who  frequented 
the  Reading-room  was  625  per  day.  All  this  work  was  done  in  a  room  of  very 
small  size.  It  was  evident  that  to  properly  supply  the  reading  want  of  the 
district  the  erection  of  a  building  of  adequate  dimensions  was  necessary.  The 
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Cheetham  Township  Committee  opened  a  communication  with  the  Earl  of 
Derby,  who  is  a  large  owner  of  land  in  the  neighbourhood,  with  the  view  ot 
inducing  him  to  present  to  your  Committee  a  plot  of  land  upon  which  a  new 
Library  might  be  erected.  The  correspondence  concluded  by  his  Lordship 
offering  a  plot  at  the  back  of  the  main  road,  not  however  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
Thus  the  matter  rested  for  some  months  until  the  correspondence  was  re-opened 
by  the  Chairman,  who  suggested  to  Lord  Derby  that  he  should  sell  to  the 
Committee  a  plot  of  land  on  the  main  road,  wThich  was  eminently  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  and  deduct  from  the  price  of  it  the  value  of  the  plot  his  Lordship 
had  offered  to  present.  In  this  arrangement  Lord  Derby  at  once  acquiesced 
and  referred  the  settlement  to  his  Agent,  Mr.  Statter,  who,  sympathising  with 
the  objects  of  the  Free  Libraries  Committee,  fixed  the  amount  which  the  Com¬ 
mittee  should  give  for  the  land  in  question  at  £700.  It  consists  of  698  yards 
of  Diet  building  space,  and  in  situation  and  convenience  is  admirably  suited  to 
the  purposes  in  view.  The  Committee  forthwith  passed  a  resolution  for  its 
purchase,  which  the  Council  confirmed.  Arrangements  are  now  in  progress 
for  the  completion  of  the  conveyance  and  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  Branch  Library. 

The  Committee  cannot  close  their  Report  without  a  special  acknowledgment 
of  the  liberality  of  Lord  Derby,  and  of  the  readiness  he  showed  in  granting  the 
plot  of  land  which  they  had  selected.
